For 88 years, a A foot Civil 
War cannon has stood almost 
unnoticed in the lobby of the 
Rhode

Has For Man 


F A IT H A N D ITS E X P L O IT S 


Heb. 11:1. “Faith is the substance 


of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen." 
Society rests on the faith which 
man has in man. The workman 
toiling through the week for the 
wage which he believes he will 
receive; a sailor steering his ship 
through murky weather because 


he has faith in his chart and com­ 
pass; the whole system of mone­ 
tary credit through which mil­ 
lions of dollars move every day 
without the passing of a single 
coin — all these are illustrations 
of the immense 
importance of 
faith in the affairs of men. Noth­ 
ing, therefore is more disastrous 
for an individual or a community 
than for its credit to be impaired, 
or its confidence shaken. 
We look on the words which 
God speaks to us from the Scrip­ 
tures as being altogether differ­ 
ent from any otter words which 
man claim our attention from the 
lips of men. not only because of 
the character of 
the 
miracles 
which accompanied them, but be­ 


cause they touch us as no other 
words do, and elicit from our mor- 
a1 nature consent and assent, and 
sometimes condemnation of our­ 
selves. That must be the Book of 
God which so exactly coincides 
with the best emotions and intui­ 
tions of our moral nature. 


ST U D Y G O D 'S W O RD 
Such faith as this is begotten 
in our souls, primarily by the stud 
of God s Word. We may ask God 
for things and be sure that we 
shall receive them when we ask 
in faith. “Whosoever shall say un- 
to this mountain be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the sea. and 
shall not doubt in his heart, but 
believe that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass, he shall 


have whatsoever he saith." So 
the child of God can begin to 
praise 
God 
immediately 
even 
though His answer to prayer may 
be but a cloud the size of a man’s 
hand. 
And if we want greater faith 
consider 
the 
promises of God 
which is the native soil for its 
growth. 
Faith also greatens men. When 
we run through the roll call of 
heroes we must admit that those 
whose names are mentioned stand 
in the first ranks of our race, as 
shining stars. But their claim is 
not one of natural genius. 
Faith is also able to master in­ 
superable difficulties . . . no mat­ 
ter what the problem is you are 


wrestling with today, if you cast 
your faith on God, and really 
trust Him. He will bring it to pass 
according to His will. There are 
many difficulties before us all. 
Stormy seas forbid our passage, 
frowning 
fortifications 
bar 
our 
progress 
mighty kingdoms defy 
us. lions roar against us. But God 
can deliver us from them all.

A house that is not properly In­ 
sulated is drafty in winter, even 
when doors

tight, ami hot in summer. Be­ 
cause of this, it costs far more 
to heat and cool than a home that' 
well insulated.

Passive Process 


Education is not now, and nev­ 
er has been, a passive process. 
A college cannot guarantee that 
a four-year investment of time 
and mono., will result in an edu­ 
cated man or woman. A contract 
with a college is not to be com­ 
pared with one in which a painter 
agree* to paint a house in return 
for a stated sum of money. Ulti­ 
mately every student must edu­ 
cate himself At best his teachers 
can only help him begin to do this 
and show him that education is a 
lifelong process. Especially now 
when many fields of knowledge 
are expanding rapidly, young peo­ 
ple must prepare to teach them­ 
selves Mech of what they know 
when they graduate will be obso­ 
lete in a decade or two.

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Admission Dean Says Eager Students 
W ill Find College To Suit His Need

The term “standards for ad­ 
mission" is a relative one. No col­ 
lege has ever been able to set so­ 
called high “standards of admis­ 
sion " and maintain them consist­ 
ently year after year. Periods of 
economic 
depression 
and 
war 
have depleted college enrollments 
to the point where colleges have 
to choose between going heavily 
into debt, closing their doors, or 
lowering their standards of ad­ 
mission. It would be more accu­ 
rate to say that the law of supply 
and demand sets the standards 
by which students are selected. 
Before World War II it would 
probably have been more accu­ 
rate to say that the students se­ 
lected the college rather than the 
college selected the students 
It 
is true that a certain group of 
high prestige colleges commonly 
known as the Ivy League and the 
Seven Sister? had a well-devel­ 
oped program of selective admis­ 
sions before World War II. Se­ 
lectivity was governed more by 
the subject matter taken than by 
the inherent work of the individ­ 
ual candidate. 
STUDENT DELUGE 
Immediately after World War 
II the deluge of returning students 
gave many colleges far more ap­ 
plicants than they could possibly 
select; hence, the admissions of­ 
ficers or faculty committees se­ 
lected the be<d of those who had 
applied. In accordance with their 
own philosophies, colleges turned 
away many a candidate in 1947. 
194K and 1949 whom they would 
ba\ e gladly accepted just a couple 
of years lat*r when the veteran 
group had fairly well been grad­ 
uated. After a period of adjust­ 
ment. some colleges which had 
cultivated a prestige for doing 
their work thoroughly and well 
again began to have many more 
applicants than they could pos­ 
sibly accept and, therefore, se­ 
lected the very best among those 
who were available. Despite all 
of the fears of candidates’ not 
getting into college, practically 
every individual worthy of a col­ 
lege education was eventually se­ 
lected by some one of the 2,000 
American institutions of higher 
learning, To those of us who are 
residents of Adams County, to 
those of us who are Alumni, to 
those of us who are students, and 
to those of us who are members 
of the Gettysburg Coilege faculty 
it is highly gratifying to know that 
our College has emerged as one 
of tile strongest of the small col­ 
leges with a selectivity of stu­ 
dents just under that of the Ivy 
League. 
THE PRESENT OUTLOOK 
Although a look into the back­ 
ground may help us in understand­ 
ing problems, it is the present 
with which we must deal and the 
future for which we must plan. 
Before the end of the current 
year. 
Gettysburg 
College 
will 
have received about 3,000 appli­ 
cations for a new student quota 
of about 550. Let us not deceive 
ourselves. They were not 3,000 
people who really wanted to come 
o Gettysburg College. For some 
af them Gettysburg was a second 
ar third or possibly a fourth 
choice. To get those 550 students. 


the Admissions Committee had to 
offer about 900 acceptances. 
That left approximately 2.000 ap­ 
plicants who were never given an 
offer of acceptance. 
Many of 
them were highly desirable can­ 
didates whom the College would 
gladly accept if only the capacity 
of the school were larger. Those 
who have been admitted are fine 
young men and women personal- 
y: they have made good academ­ 
ic grades in high school; their 
average rank in class will be with­ 
in the top fifth of the class, and 
their general ability as measured 
by the Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
of the College Entrance Examina­ 
tion Board and various other tests 
is relatively high. 
Gettysburg College is not alone 
in this relatively excellent selec­ 
tivity. The Middle State colleges 
are more in demand by students 
than those of any other section. 
Many of the Pennsylvania col­ 
leges 
are relatively old. They 
have fine, loyal bodies of alumni

SOME VACANCIES 
Nevertheless, within the Middle 
States area there are still col­ 
leges with some vacancies re­ 
maining as of the middle of the 
summer. At the time of the writ­ 
ing of this report, the writer 
talked with aline young man and 
his parents, made one telephone 
call to a Pennsylvania college, 
and secured a tentative offer ol 
acceptance. By midyear of last 
summer, there were several hun­ 
dred vacancies in the colleges in 
the Pittsburgh area. There were

Senior year and who have already 
selected Gettysburg College as 
your number one choice. If you 
have already taken the scholastic 
aptitude tests of the College En­ 
trance Examination Board, pre­ 
sent your application immediate­ 
ly. If accepted, you can enjoy an 
unworried senior year free from 
the unrest that comes from not 
knowing whether or where you 
are going to be accepted for your 
college work. Under the Early De­ 
cision Plan only superior students 
are accepted in number up to 
one-third of the sum total quota. 


All others are selected on the 
basis of tile grades up to the sen­ 
ior midyear and the College Board 
Tests taken in December or Jan­ 
uary. Only the scholastic aptitude 
tests are required, but achieve­ 
ment tests in three subjects arc 
recommended. 
THE FUTURE OUTLOOK 
And now as we look to the fu­ 
ture, we may ask the question. 
‘Are our children going to get in- 
o college?" The answer is “Yes, 
they are “ If they really want to 
go to college, they can get into 
some good college. Let us stop 
worrying now about whether or 
not they will get in and start to 
work on the problems that con­ 
front us when getting ready for 
double the present college enroll­ 
ment in the next IO years. All of 
us are going to pay heavier taxes 
to increase the facilities of our 
state colleges. Both enrollment 
and facilities are rapidly increas­ 
ing in the state colleges of Penn­ 
sylvania and of tile surrounding 
.■dates. Those sums that we donate 
to the private colleges will per­ 
mit those schools to increase their 
capacities and in turn will elim­ 
inate the m*cessity for some heav­ 
ier taxes which we would be as­ 
sessed. The American public is 
wealthy enough and intelligent 
enough to supply the needs of its 
hi Wren. 
SOME ARE SUBSIDIZED 
If facilities do not develop in 
one way, they certainly will in 
another Some states are subsidiz­ 
ing all higher institutions of learn­ 
ing whether they are public or 
private. The federal government 
is giving long-term, low-interest 
1oans to all colleges for the im­ 
provement of certain types of fa­ 
cilities and for the creation of new 
facilities that would permit a larg­ 
er number of students. Junior 
colleges and municipal colleges 
are being formed rather rapidly. 
Our neighboring states of New 
Jersey ana New York are setting 
aside large sums of money for 
the creation of new colleges to 
supply the needs of their students. 
Now don t you parents or stu­ 
dents just coming into high school 
get excited and think that you can 
pick out a college and expect to 
enter In the course of this rather 
rapid development of colleges we 
shall find the individual colleges 
developing in widely varied as­ 
pects of general desirability to 
suit your individual needs as stu­ 
dents Like the runners in a long 
distance race, there may he a 
very great distance between the 
individual contestants. Getting in­ 
to college is a little like buying 
an automobile. If you have un 
limited funds you can buy any­ 
thing on the market. 
If your resources are moderate 
you can get into a good college 
If they art quite limited you will 
have to take what is left.

evangelistic. 
Moreover. *ince the two basic 
offerings of the departm ent are 
required ol all students, the av­ 
erage clavi in the required course* 
is quite heterogeneous, consisting 
of student* of various backgrounds 
and degree* of religious interest. 
In just about any cia** an instruc­ 
tor will find that he ha* not only 
Roman Catholics and every im ag­ 
inable shade of Protestant but a1- J 
so non-Christians, ranging from; 
the monotheistic Jew through the 
agnostic to the atheist. 
DIFFEREN T POSITIONS 
The instructor may encounter 
student religious position* rang­ 
ing from militant fundamentalism 
to militant atheism, from deep 
piety to religious apathy and an­ 
ticlericalism To m eet the genuine 
intellectual and religious questions 
and needs of such a diverse group 
is not easy. But by proceeding in 
an objective and scholarly m an­ 
ner. by being descriptive rather 
than evangelistic 
the professor 
seeks to p-esent the .students with 
the evidence and all the m ajor 
interpretations of the evidence so 
that the student, in an atmosphere 
of complete freedom and honesty, 
may decide for himself what the 
evidence suggests and which in­ 
terpretations are most adequate 
for him.

Whether regarded ds a bane or 
blessing, there is a quickening 
interest 
in the American 
Civil 
War, The long sustained interest 
has mounted to sizable propor­ 
tions deriving, currently from the 
accelerated Civil War re-exami­ 
nation in these centennia] years. 
If apathy remains, it is dispelled 
when the question is seriously 
raised: “ Was the war a bane or 
blessing?'’ Instantly an alert is 
sounded: 
the response is brisk 
and usually tense Whatever the 
answer, replies are required to 
be well-founded, In raising the 
question, there is 
no intention 
again of reviving discord. Most 
would agree with the wish ex­ 
pressed by General Lee that there 
should be an “endeavor to oblit­ 
erate the marks of civil strife 
and commit to oblivion the feel­ 
ing it engendered.” 
From this. unfortunately, arises 
a centennia' Civil War dilemma 
requiring cither to be resolved or 
to be avoided. The pivotal signif­ 
icance of the war, to both con­ 
tenders. permits neither the avoid­ 
ance of the centennial observance 
nor the lessening of the current 
abundant and unbiased restudy 
of the war s immensity, its globe- 
encircling consequences, and its 
unravelled bewilderments. This is 
indeed our very own “ Incredible 
Civil W ar!"

Top Students Sense Of Accomplishment

P ro fa n er of History 
In October, 1957. the Russians 
succeeded in launching the first 
'•sputnik " Since that time Ameri­ 
cans have been displaying a new 
and greater interest and concern 
for education In the soul-search­ 
ing self-criticism of the past five 
years, many have urged America 
to lake a long and detailed look at 
our educational system — its pur, 
poses, methods, and accomplish­ 
ments — from the kindergarten 
through the graduate school. 
The general objectives of our 
system remain the same — edu­ 
cation for all commensurate with 
the ability of the individual stu­ 
dent 
Hut the sputnik sent aloft 
in 1957 shook those Americans 
who had been satisfied to the 
point of complacency with Ameri­ 
can education. For the first time 
in years, they listened carefully 
to professional educators who had 
been urging that we devote more 
attention to the problem of quali­ 
tative education 
And teachers 
and administrators in our public 
and private schools now found 
new support for educational ex­ 
perimentation. 
E F F E C T 
IS FELT 
The effect of this new and en­ 
lightened attitude has been felt 
on the campus of the American 
liberal arts colleges. This institu­ 
tion is an unique one in the edu­ 
cational world at large, and it 
occupies an exceedingly impor­ 
tant place in the American edu­ 
cational 
system 
It 
has 
em­ 
phasized the “arts and sciences’’ 
under the conviction that in this 
way the individual may be lib­ 
erated from the trammels of ig­ 
norance. prejudice, and compla­ 
cency. Thus, the “liberal arts." 
Of all the areas of study in the 
liberal arts, the study of history 
fills perhaps the broadest role 


All of mankind 
kinds 
activities 
constitute 
its 
province. History not only deals 
with the past, present, and future, 
but is concerned with man's eco­ 
nomic. political, social, and cul­ 
tural life. It is. by definition, an 
inclusive field of learning. Prob­ 
ably the most succinct and yet 
all-embracing definition of history 
is that “ it is a written account of 
what we know 'or think we know i 
of what man has done and said 
in the past.” 
But history has little practical

and all of man- value unless in it we can detect 
some 
meaning. 
Among 
other 
things, it reveals that human in­ 
stitutions and ideas have under­ 
gone constant change. There is 
nothing so persistent as change. 
Furthermore, history is properly 
regarded as “the memory oi the 
human race.” In this it has great 
practical value. The message of 
the historian is that wi hout this 
memory we cannot understand the 
present nor can we pretend to 
guess Hie future. 
The “methodology’’ 
employed 
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by the historian is much more 
than a mere examination of the 
past. It requires in addition to 
this interpretation, analysis, and 
imagination. 
Such abilities are 
not easily come by and in turn 
require study and training. It is 
both the purpose and obligation 
of a department of history in a 
liberal arts college to provide op­ 
portunity for the neophyte his­ 
torian 
to 
acquire 
such 
com­ 
petence. To this task the mem­ 
bers of tile departmental staff at 
Gettysburg College are applying 
themselves. 
The normal way in which this is 
done is lo offer courses in history, 
to deliver lectures and adminis­ 
ter examinations, to acquire the 
reading of certain books and peri­ 
odicals. and finally to certify that 
the individual student has suc­ 
cessfully completed the course of 
study leading to a degree with a 
major in history. But since Octo­ 
ber, 1957, land for that matter, 
long before that date), alert his­

have 
been 
aware that this is by itself insuf­ 
ficient. Among the devices pres­ 
ently employed by the History De­ 
partment at Gettysburg College 
to insure adequate training in 
and appreciation of history is that 
of “Independent Study." 
This term calls for a few words 
of definit’on It applies to work 
done in the library or laboratory 
with minimum dependence on the 
professor or classroom lecture. 
The individual student if, turned 
loose to pursue individual 
re­ 
search — to delve in some sub­ 
le t in depth, assemble the data 
collected, organize it, and then 
present it in acceptable literary 
form for professional evaluation. 
In some colleges it becomes the 
basis for 
"Honors 
Work.” 
in­ 
dicating that the student has suc­ 
cessfully engaged in meaningful 
research end lucid presentation. 
SENIOR THESIS 
With this purpose in mind, the 
Department of History at Gettys­ 
burg has for some years required 
all students majoring in history 
to present a “.Senior Thesis” to 
qualify tot a major in the depart­ 
ment. The subjects covered have 
i I ranged ovei the whole gamut of 
historical knowledge — political, 
economic, social, cultural, mili­ 
ary. biographical, religious and 
local history to name hut a few. 
Under the guidance of a member 
of the department, the student 
investigates, organizes and then 
presents a paper. These papers, 
or theses are kept on file in the 
Tepartmental office and are avail­ 
able to students in subsequent 
vears 
Beginning in 1960-1961, the de­ 
partment inaugurated another de­ 
vice for encouraging and pro­ 
m oting the independent study of 
-history 
lr the spring semester 
| of each vear, a small and select 
group of seniors is invited to 
oarticipat*- in a weekly seminar 
which considers some broad area 
of historical matters. In the first 
vear, Dr. Basil L. Crapster pre­ 
sided over a seminar on ” 18th 
Century England" In the year 
just completed. Dr. 
Robert L. 
Bloom conducted a seminar on 
‘The Historical Development of 
the American Presidency.” In the 
year 1962-1963. Dr. Bruce W Bug- 
oee will guide the seminar on the 
topic: “ Russo-American Relations 
of the Pas' Century.’ Future sem­ 
inars on Far Eastern history, on 
American diplomacy, and on Early 
Modern Europe will probably be 
offered respectively by Dr. John 
R Stemen Dr Charles H. Glat- 
felter and Dr. Richard Marius.

Language Classes Have 
Increased In Num bers

The teaching of the German lan­ 
guage and literature at Gettys­ 
burg College is as old as the col­ 
lege itself The German Depart­ 
ment ha.* kept the old liberal 
arts tradition in force and has 
strengthened it all through over 
a century When it became nec­ 
essary to introduce the teaching 
of Russian five years ago, the 
German Department was put in 
charge of it, and Russian is now 
taught from the beginning course 
over the intermediate to the third- 
year course in Russian literature 
For both languages, the new 
language laboratory in the base­ 
ment has proved of great help, 
because a language has to be 
spoken as well as written and 
translated, since the sound of a 
language is of great significance 
for the understanding and appre 
ciation of the literature. The vo­ 
cabulary of our read #and spoken 
languages has to rise consider 
ably above the so-called “ mini 
mum" vocabulary which would 
enable the students only to order 
a cup of coffee or ask for the price 
of a hotel room. One can learn 
that in a Berlitz School It is not 
enough to learn a skill. This Is 
definitely not the purpose of any 
language course at the college 
but in the liberal arbs sense, we 
have to go much further. The 
reading material in the first and 
second-year courses very quick 
ly departs from the every day vo­ 
cabulary The texts used are of 
literary and educational value.

Study In Capital 


Gettysburg College participates 
with Amebean University in Wash­ 
ington in a cooperative arrange­ 
ment known as the Washington 
Semester This enables a limited 
number of superior students in the 
social sciences to spend one se­ 
mester in a firsthand study of the 
federal government in action. 
During this period these students 
are brought into direct contact 
with source materials not general­ 
ly accessible. They have the op­ 
portunity to interview members 
of Congress and the Supreme 
Court and officers of the execu­ 
tive depan ments and agencies 
concerning policies, 
procedures. 
and problems of government. In 
addition to regular courses, stu­ 
dents attend seminars and under­ 
take individual research projects 
in some major area of interest. 
The Washington Semester should 
be taken in either semester of the 
junior year or the first .semester 
of th senior year.

Rarely does he lecture, and nev­ 
er does he administer examina­ 
tions. 
In the opinion of the departm en­ 
tal staff, these seminars have jus­ 
tified themselves in the superior 
work performed by the students 
participating in them. The stu­ 
dents are unanimous in express­ 
ing their sense of appreciation 
for the opportunity to pursue in­ 
dividual study and in the sense 
of accomplishment for work well 
done Professors and students a- 
like agree that the seminars have 
been a fretful experience. 
Independent study will not solve 
all the problems of higher educa­ 
tion in times which are constantly 
posing new challenges. But it is 
one response to the need for qual­ 
itative educational activity and 
experience It is the feeling of the

Biology constitutes one of the 
largest departments of Gettys­ 
burg College. More than RO per 
cent of the students take one of 
the introductory courses, while 
there are approximately 200 up­ 
per class bioloy majors. 
The activities of the Biology 
Department are designed to pro­ 
vide an understanding of the ba­ 
sic principles of biology and to cor­ 
relate biology with other areas of 
knowledge important in a liberal 
education. 
These 
activities 
in­ 
clude a wide range of fundamen­ 
tal and advanced courses, ad­ 
visory and counseling work by 
members of the staff, special tu­ 
toring of small groups, discus­ 
sions with individual students and 
research by members of the staff 
and some of the more advanced 
students. 
The many applications of biolo­ 
gy to medicine, dentistry, public 
health, physical therapy, fores­ 
try. psychology and to the under­ 
standing of man and the world in 
which he lives, are reflected by 
the divergent interests of our re­ 
cent graduates. 
CONTINUE STUDIES 
More than one-third of the grad- 
uates continue studies in gradu­ 
ate and professional schools: The 
pursuit 
of 
advanced 
degrees, 
medicine, dentistry, and the like. 
About one-third of the graduates 
enter secondary school teaching. 
The remainder take up careers 
as 
laboratory 
technicians, 
re­ 
search assistants, or in industry 
and business, forestry, military 
service, civil service and mar­ 
riage. 
Two introductory courses are 
offered by the department: Gen­ 
eral Biology, in which all the 
members of the staff participate. 
is intended for those students who 
are not planning a career in the 
sciences. Each year, however, a 
number of students in this course 
choose biology as a major. The 
other course, Botany and Zoology.

m atter area of his choice. Simul­ 
taneous with concentrated effort 
in his major field, the individual 
studies the psychological and edu­ 
cational principles related to the 
art of teaching. The emphasis on 
thorough preparation in subject 
m atter has increased m easurably 
in the past few years. In the case 
of the number of sem ester hours 
necessary to become certified to 
teach English and social studies 
the required credits have doubled. 
In all other subjects, such as for­ 
eign languages, m athem atics, and 
the sciences, the required credits 
have been increased by one-third.

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Political Science Has Come Of Age 
After 2,500 Years Of Development

Professor of Political Sc tone* 
Although the study of both the 
theory and practice of politics 
can be traced back almost 2,500 
years, 
the 
study 
of 
political 
science as a separate and distinct 
discipline is much more recent. 
As evidence of this, the first pub­ 
lic meeting of the American Po­ 
litical 
Science 
Association, 
the 
leading professional organization 
of political scientists in this coun­ 
try, did not occur until Decem­ 
ber of 11*04 and most American 
colleges did 
not have political 
science departments until well in­ 
to the 20th century. Before the 
20th century, the subject of poli­ 
tics 
was 
generally 
treated 
as 
though it was a subdivision or 
branch of some other subject and, 
even 
in 
this century, 
political 
science was often linked with his­ 
tory or economics in the college 
curriculum. 
Perhaps 
the 
ancient 
Greeks, 
from whom the word '‘politics” 
is derived, did more than has 
ever been done since to dignify 
the meaning of the term. Vet two 
of their greatest writers on the 
subject. Plato and Aristotle, were 
essentially philosophers and con­ 
sidered politics to lie part cf the 
larger subject of philosophy 
Plato was among the firs,, if 
not the first, to systematically ex-' 
plore the question of what ought 
to be the best form of govern­ 
ment and thus has been called 
“ Uie father of political theory." 
Aristotle devoted more time to the 
historical study anti comparative 
analysis of actual governments 
and Is 'herefore known as "the 
father of political science.” He 
equated politics with the organ­ 
ized life of the community, which 
he felt was essential for the at­ 
tainment of tile good life and the 
fullest development of the poten­ 
tialities of the individual. 
P R IO R IT Y OF STATE 
During the Middle Ages, the 
priority of the "state” in human 
affairs, so characteristic of the 
Greeks and Romans, gave way 
to the supremacy’ of the church 


All Students Must 
Sign Honor Pledge 


An academic honor system was 
instituted at Gettysburg College 
in the tall of 1957. It is based upon 
the 
belief

can be mature enough to act hon­ 
orably in academic m atters with­ 
out faculty surveillance and that 
they should be encouraged to con­ 
duct themselves accordingly, At 
the same time the College clearly 
recognizes the obligation placed 
upon each student to assist in 
maintaining the atmosphere with­ 
out which no honor system can 
succeed. 
No student is admitted to Get­ 
tysburg College without first hav­ 
ing signed a pledge promising to 
uphold the rules governing the 
honor system. Freshmen receive

fore they enroll. Needless to say, 
a person who would sign the 
pledge with mental reservation 
should not apply for admission. 
Alleged violations of the honor 
code are handled by an Honor 
Commission elected by the stu 
dents.

OTHER IN F LU EN C ES 
Through the 
intervening cen­ 
turies, other 
influences besides 
those of philosophy, religion and 
the Machiavellian {rower concept 
have left their impact upon the 
study of political science. While 
arguments still continue as to 
whether the approach to the study 
of politics should be primarily 
subjective and philosophical, in­ 
viting evaluation and moral im 
plications, 
or 
strictly 
objective 
and scientific with emphasis on 
the art of practical politics, the 
modern 
political scientist finds 
that he is endowed with a great 
variety of approaches from which 
he may choo.-e to operate, thanks 
to numerous developments in oth 
cr fields of human knowledge.

Scientific 
Revolution 
brought a’ tempts in the 17th and 
18th centuries to discover univer­ 
sal laws of politics correspond­ 
ing to those discovered in the 
physical sciences and the appli­ 
cation (rf mechanical and mathe­ 
matical principles to the study 
of the structure of government. 
Our current concept of tile separ­ 
ation of powers and its corollary 
of checks and balances Is a re-

Likewise 
the Industrial Revo­ 
lution and the subsequent clash 
of classical and the newer Marx­ 
ist 
economic 
theories 
brought 
about an increased emphasis on 
economic matters and their rela­ 
tion to politics and government. 
It is significant that tile term "po­ 
litical economy" became popular 
in the second half of the 19th cen­ 
tury. What might be considered 
to be the “ economic" approach 
I to the study of politics and his­ 
tory is demonstrated in An Eco-

Political science 
has definitely “ come of age” and 
its willingness to profit by all it 
can learn from other branches 
of knowledge is proof of its vital­ 
ity and capacity to grow and ad­ 
just itself tc an age in which the 
role ot government and the State 
has lie coax- increasingly impor 
tam and in which a more inte 
grated society requires greater 
integration within the field of po 
litical science but also between 
all of the social sciences.

The psychology department en­ 
deavors to open up the student's 
world of experience from a psy­ 
chological point of view. In so 
doing it contributes to both the 
advancement of the science of 
psychology and the attainment of 
the objectives of the college as 
an institution dedicated to litierai 
education. 
During the past year the depart­ 
ment has taken an important for­ 
ward step in that it has moved 
into its new laboratory facilities 
in 
Breidenbaugh 
Science 
Hall. 
One of the younger departments 
of the college, the laboratory fa­ 
cilities available to it had pre­ 
viously been very limited. During 
the summer of 1961 extensive ren­ 
ovations were carried oi 
in a 
number of rooms in Breidenbaugh 
Science Hall adapting them to the 
needs of the psychology depart­ 
ment. 
The benefits from 
these im­ 
proved facilities have been many 
and varied. Training in psycho­ 
logical experimentation, which is 
required for all students who ma 
jor in the department, can now 
tie given in a genuine laboratory 
setting. Two large rooms with 
tables, 
electrical 
outlets, 
etc. 
make possible training in the use 
of psychological apparatus under 
controlled conditions. A room for 
housing animals makes possible 
their use as experimental subjects 
Statistical treatment of the results 
of experimentation is aided by the 
use of calculating machines in a 
room devoted to them. The new 
facilities have also lx»en beneficial 
in training students in the admin­ 
istration of psychological tests. 
Several sm all rooms give the pri­ 
vacy and freedom from distrac­ 
tion that are so desirable in many 
test situations. 
NEW FACILITIES 
The new facilities have provided 
excellent possibilities for students 
to carry forward individual lab­ 
oratory research projects under 
the guidance of a member of the 
staff. During the past year sev­ 
eral students took advantage of 
this opportunity, and more are 
planning to do so in the year 
ahead. For many years the de­ 
partment has made provision for 
independent study and research 
in the literature of psychology. 
To this can now be added inde­ 
pendent research projects of a 
laboratory nature. Several small 
research rooms are available for 
this purpose. 
In addition to the use oi its new 
quarters, there have been several 
other recent developments in the 
work of the psychology depart­ 
ment. Two significant change* in 
courses in the department are go­ 
ing into effect this fall. First, the 
course in the Psychology of Learn­ 
ing is being expanded to include 
a laboratory in which students 
can experiment and attempt to 
verify the facts and principles of 
earning. Theories of learning be­

RETIRING PRESIDENT 
AN INTRODUCTION 


S I prepare, at the request of the Editor, a final mes­ 
sage from the office of the Seminary President for 
the special edition of The Gettysburg Times there 
are many sentiments th at appeal for expression. 
a The chief word that comes to me as I review my l l 
years in this post and turn the responsibilities over 
to my successor is the word of the Psalmist, “not unto us, not 
unto us, but to Thy name be the glory.” 


Through the years 
since my call to be­ 
come the eighth presi­ 
dent of this venerable 
institution there has 
n e v e r been a tim e 
when I have not been 
gratefully aware th at 
our Heavenly Father 
I Who has called us into 
His Kingdom is ready 
to bestow upon us 
grace sufficient for all 
our needs. If there 
have been any con­ 
structive accomplish­ 
ments, any advances 
made, and progress 
registered in th e se 
years the “glory is 
not unto us—but unto His name.” 


One hesitates to single out for honorable mention any of the 
elements th at have contributed to the life of the Seminary, for 
there is the ever present peril of omitting important ones. Some, 
however, are outstanding. 


Chiefly there is the rich heritage which comes to every presi­ 
dent of the Seminary. Looking back over the history of this insti­ 
tution and recalling the names and contributions of those who 
have held this office, Schmucker, Brown, Stork, Valentine, Sing- 
master, Aberly, Wentz, one must realize that “there were giants 
in those days.” “We are surrounded by a great cloud of witnesses” 
and therefore must run more diligently the race that is set be­ 
fore us. 


Then there are the loyalty and effective cooperation of the 
Church. The supporting synods have responded nobly to every 
appeal of the Seminary. This is nowhere better seen than in the 
increase of annual support from the Synods from $48,000 in 1951 
to $145,000 in 1902. This does not include special capital fund giv­ 
ing. No need of the institution has been neglected by the churches 
responsible for its life. 


Without a loyal, dedicated, competent faculty no educational 
institution can be effective. This Gettysburg has had in excellent 
measure. I testify here to my deep indebtedness to faculty, staff, 
and all employes for any accomplishments that have been re­ 
corded. And this includes a very profound bow to one who never 
appeared upon any publicscene but whose important contribution 
was never absent—tVip “mistress of the manse ” 


Finally there are the support and cooperation of the community 
which may not be overlooked. Some of the leaders in the civic and 
business life of Gettysburg have served the institution in valua­ 
ble ways, especially in property and financial matters. Chairman 
of the Property Committee, Ambassador John S. Rice, and L. C. 
Long; financial adviser, C. A. Wills, and Richard A. Brown, at­ 
torney, have been in a position to render unusual service. Others, 
including the always important medium of communication, the 
editor of The Times and his newsmen and associates, have been 
strong'supports. 


With a word of thanks to all friends of the Seminary, and a plea 
for the transfer of your loyalty and cooperation to my successor, 
Dr. Donald R. Heiges, I take leave of the office and extend to the 
community my warmest wishes.

T IS entirely fitting that the “college edition” of 
The Gettysburg Times should also represent the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary. There is an his­ 
torical reason for this statement inasmuch as the 
Seminary was the forerunner of the College. In all 
probability had there not been a Seminary in the 
town of Gettysburg there would have been no College. It was 
not long after the founding of the Seminary in the fall of 1826 
that its first presi­ 
dent, th e R ev eren d 
S a m u e l 
S i m o n 
Schmucker, informed 
the Board that steps 
had to be taken to 
provide students with 
the “proper prelimi­ 
nary training for the 
study of th e o lo g y .” 
Through the efforts 
of Pres. Schmucker 
steps w ere 
indeed 
taken which led even­ 
tually to the founding 
of the College in 1832. 


There is a second 
reason for my grati­ 
fication that the Sem­ 
inary is represented 
in this “college edition ” namely, because it symbolizes the co­ 
operative relationship which should exist between the sister 
institutions. Although they are legally quite different and dis­ 
tinct, each with its own board, faculty, and program, there are 
many ways in which the institutions can cooperate to their 
mutual benefit. It is the intention of President Hanson and my­ 
self to explore these possibilities and to strengthen the relation­ 
ship which began so many years ago. 


A constructive and positive relationship with the College is 
only one of my hopes for the Seminary as I undertake my re­ 
sponsibilities. The school has a long and impressive record of 
service to the Church and to this community. On its faculty have 
sat men of outstanding stature. Its graduates have encircled the 
world in the leadership they have given the Church. All this is in 
the past, however, and now the Seminary must measure up to the 
stern realities of a new day and of a thoroughly secular culture. 
It is my prayer th at the Seminary, by God’s grace, will move 
ahead with vigor, competence, and dedication. 


Thirty-one years have passed since I entered the Seminary. 
Amazing changes have taken place on the campus and in the fac­ 
ulty since the fall of 1931. It is something of a miracle that the 
three men who occupied the president’s chair during these years 
are here this fall to welcome me back to the Hill. To Dr. John 
Aberly, Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz, and Dr. H arry F. Baughman, the 
Seminary owes a great debt. I pay tribute especially to Dr. 
Baughman, my immediate predecessor, and wish for him and 
Mrs. Baughman the blessings of a well-earned retirement. 


As we of the Seminary begin our 137th year we salute the Col­ 
lege as well as the community which we call our home.

The academic year at the theo­ 
logical seminary is divided into

periences in educational oppor­ 
tunities offered a student at the 
Lutheran Seminary in Gettysburg 
are not a part of the formal cur­ 
riculum at all. 
There is an active program of 
student activities, most of it guid­ 
ed by student committees which 
provide opportunity for develop­ 
ing leadership skills in various 
fields. Worship services are large­ 
ly planned by a student commit­ 
tee and usually conducted by stu­ 
dents — often with student preach­ 
ing included. In recent years the 
core of this corporate worship has 
consisted of both morning and 
evening services for five days of 
She week. 
Special services for 
festive occasions in the church 
year often feature visiting speak­ 
ers but are student-led. 
Both the bookstore — providing 
books — and the refectory asso­ 
ciation — providing meals for 
single students — are student co­ 
operatives 
in 
which 
initiative, 
leadership and decision lie in the 
hands of the student body. 


MISSIONARY C O M M IT T E E 
A missionary committee chan­ 
nels student missionary concerns, 
including visits and services at 
the jail and county home. An ath­ 
letic committee provides athletic 
equipment, schedules intramural 
competition in activities such as 
ping-pong, softball, touch football, 
gold, tennis and bowling, and oc­ 
casionally fields a team in a town 
or college league in basketball. 
Students participate with faculty 
in committees to choose visiting 
lecturers and to discuss matters 
of discipline or student-faculty re- 
latioaships. Each year an editor 
and associates issues a publica­ 
tion called the Theolog, represent­ 
ing the literary and theological 
work of students. 
The seminary year provides stu­ 
dents with a number of opportu­ 
nities to hear and discuss with 
prominent visiting lecturers. 
A 
three day period in early May. 
called Seminary Week, is given 
over to perhaps a dozen lectures 
which annually bring to the cam­ 
pus from all over the world three 
or four of the leading and well­ 
known personalities in the life of 
the church and the various fields 
of theological research. 
Twice a year a student-faculty 
j lectureship brings to the campus 
for one day and two lectures a 
i stimulating outside speaker. Nu­ 
merous other visiting personali­ 
ties — often officials with a spe­ 
cial responsibility in the life of 
the church — are brought before 
the students in a variety of ways

Foreign Travel Offers Perspective 
To Educator W ho Would Understand 
Global Problems Hidden From View

With our busy world shrinking 
to the point when within a day 
one can reach the United Nations j 
Assembly in New York City from 
any n a 'ion. the American college i 
professor must recognize his re-J 
^possibility for developing global j 
sympathy and insight. As oppor­ 
tunities are available, he must 
avail himself of chances to set11 
not only through the eyes of other 
competent observers whose col-1 
umns he reads, but also with his 
own eyes trained to penetrate the j 
many masked surface 
In spite of our best intentions. I 
the unseen rest of the world, es­ 
pecially outside western Europe, 
often is imagined as a fantasy 
land of m aharajahs and Balinese 
dancers, 
of 
Ta] 
Mahals 
and 
Sphinxes. Can one come to a sen­ 
sitive awareness of the real peo­ 
ple and real world beyond what 
we rather boastfully call our west­ 
ern civilization!’ And if one does 
penetrate the walls of misunder­ 
standing. how can one utilize such 
insights in dealing with today s 
academ ic responsibilities? 
Such is the challenge of travel 
and study abroad, especially be­ 
yond the boundaries of western 
Europe. Such also is the oppor­ 
tunity 
which 
forward 
looking 
American 
colleges like Gettys­ 
burg 
are 
making 
available 
through 
sabbatical 
leave 
pro­ 
gram s. While it is clear that this 
is not the only way in which such 
leaves may be profitably spent, 
I do commend it as one of the 
most rewarding in terms of en­ 
larged 
horizons, sympathy and 
appreciation. 
P R IM A R Y AIM S 
The faculty handbook of Get­ 
tysburg College suggests the pri­ 
m ary aims of sabbatical leave as 
“ devoted to research, study, trav­ 
el. or equivalent improvement of 
the 
scholarly 
attainment 
and 
teaching ability of the individual.” 
When research and study are in­ 
corporated in a package with trav­ 
el 
especially of the nontourist 
sort, one should come reasonably 
close to fulfilling such aims. As 
one who attempted an ambitious 
package of this kind. I have been 
asked to share some observations 
on it. 
Here is a brief outline of what 
our travel and study package in­ 
cluded.

By RO BERT T. HULTON 
A&iistant Professor of Health 
and Physical Education 
The opening of the new physical 
education building last winier will 
bring this fine facility into play 
for its first full year as the center 
of the G ettysburg College Physi­ 
cal Education department.

Sloat was called to active duty 
as an officer in the Chemical War 
fare Service on May 16, 1942. Dur­ 
ing the first 13 months he served 
as a member of the faculty and 
secretary of the War Department 
Civilian Protective School at Pur 
due University. During this per­ 
iod Dr. Sloat developed the "Coun 
ty Fair’ method of presenting the 
analysis o' war gases to large 
number* of student* in cities of 
the Midwest and he was respon­ 
sible for the discovery of new* 
methods of detecting Lewisite and 
chloropicrin Dr. Sloat frequently 
carried w th him on Pullman cars 
a box of demonstration war gases 
which would have caused the oth­ 
er passengers some uneasy mo­ 
ment* if they had known about it. 
In 1944 as a military govern­ 
ment officer Dr 
Sloat attended 
Peel House Police School in lon­ 
don and Hie British Civil Affairs 
School at Wimbledon. During the 
buzz bombing of London he re­ 
calls sleeping with a helment on 
in order to protect his head from 
falling plaster. Later in 1944 he 
became a detachment command­ 
er in occupied Germany where 
his two most important posts were 
managing 
the 
rural 
county 
around Cologne, Landkreis Koln. 
and also Landkreis Pfaffenbofen. 
’ Early in 1946 Dr. Sloat returned 
to Gettysburg where he married

Alpha Xi Delta was formally 
recognized at Lombard College, 
Galesburg, 
111., 
on 
April 
17, 
1893, the day that is observed as 
National Founders’ Day by Alpha 
Xi Delta’s everywhere. Although 
it was the hope and the intent of 
our Ten Founders that our fra­ 
ternity and its principles would 
extend further than a single col­ 
lege, Alpha Xi Delta, like most 
other fraternities, did not begin 
its program of expansion imme­ 
diately. Nine years following the 
installation of Alpha chapter at 
Lombard. Beta chapter was in­ 
stalled at Iowa Wesleyan. In 1901 
Alpha Xi Delta became one of 
the IO original organizing groups 
of the National Panhellenic Con­ 
ference. 
May 23, 1948, marked the forma­ 
tion of a new organization at Get­ 
tysburg College — Beta Chi chap­ 
ter of Alpha Xi Delta, the 68th 
chapter to be installed. This pledg­ 
ing of a new chapter was held 
at the home of Mrs. Glenn L. 
Bream: 27 girls were pledged, 
with Ruth Wood as president 
Five girls made Phi Beta Kappa, 
and we got off to a start by cap­ 
turing 
the 
campus scholarship 


trophy. 
Spring 19.50 found Hanson Hall 
completed with the bottom floor 
reserved 
for 
sorority 
chapter 
rooms. Our original decorations, 
gray tile floor with pink walls 
and blond furniture, remained un­ 
til last fall when we had the room 
completely redecorated. 
On October 7, 1952, we received 
an invitation from Tau Kappa Ep­ 
silon to become their sister soror­ 
ity. We promptly accepted and, 
even back in ’52. sponsored a par. 
ty for the underprivileged chil­ 
dren of Gettysburg at the TKE 
house. This spirit exists even to­ 
day, as is evidenced by our trips 
to the Hoffman Orphanage. 
A new program seems to be 
working out quite successfully: 
One week is devoted to studying 
and the following week is “sport’s 
night." Occasionally the children 
are brought to the campus — for 
example, the swim party held in 
the SUB in March. We believe the 
success to be due to the general 
appreciation of the children, and 
the fact that the chapter as a 
whole derives so much enjoyment 
from these visits. 


The school year 1954-1955 found 
the silver tray, the National Coun­ 
cil Achievement Award, in the 
possession of Beta Chi chapter. 
This award is presented annually 
to the college chapter ranking 
highest in the management of its 
chapter affairs, and in coopera­ 
tion with the national officers 
Alter winning it for the second 
consecutive year we were allowed 
to keep it for display in our chap­ 
ter room. 
In 1958 we captured the first 
place trophy for the annual I.F.C.* 
Panhell Sing; 
then 
after 
two 
years of silence came back to win 
it in 1961 with “Elijah Rock." Al­ 
though they said it couldn't be 
done, we were chosen as first 
place winners again this year, 
singing “The Dance of the Mag 
yars." 
This year we feel has been very 
successful. We are well represent­ 
ed in the majority of the campus 
clubs and organizations and a 
number of Alpha Xi's hold execu­ 
tive offices, take part in dramatic 
productions, sing in the college 
and chapel choirs, and are found 
on the various l)eauty courts.

Sigma Nu fraternity was found- 
ed in 1869 as the legion of Honor 
— the inspiration of .lam es Frank 
Hopkins, Greenfield Quarles and 
Jam es Mcllvaine Riley who were 
cadets of the Virginia Military In. 
stitute in Lexington. 
The founding trio adopted the 
name of the Legion of Honor and 
struck their badges in a shape 
which 
resembles 
that 
of 
the 
French medal for gallantry in ac­ 
tion — the legion ^ ’honour, Honor 
was their cardinal principle, vir­ 
tue their first essential and friend­ 
ship their bond. It rem ains so to­ 
day. 
The local Gettysburg College 
chapter of Sigma Nu. Zeta Sigma. 
was formed from the local social 
fraternity Phi Kappa Rho.

Kappa Rho was formed from two 
organizations, the Star Club and 
the Criterion Club.

The Star Club wa* formed in 
of the college. Sixteen men joined 
the club, organized for the pur­ 
pose of aiding a retired minister, 


Reverend William Gettle. In 1926 
the Star Club leased a house at

The Criterion Club was founded 
I RHI tinder the direction of Dr. 
Harvey McKnight, then president 
by 18 college men in 1923. In May 
of 1928 the organization voted to 
adopt the Greek letters Phi Kappa 
Rho It functioned as a social or­ 
ganization. 
In December of 1932 a joint 
meeting was held 
between the 
two clubs. They decided to merge 
under the seal of Phi Kappa Rho. 
The culminating step on the long 
road to national recognition wa." 
taken on May 15. 1954. when Phi 
Kappa Rho becam e Zeta Sigma 
chapter of Sigma Nu fraternity.

54. Sigma Nu’s concern for schol­ 
arship was exemplified last year 
in its winning the Interfraternity 
Scholarship t r o p h y .

Kappa Psi was founded Decem­ 
ber 26. 1855, in response to a pe­ 
tition sent by six students at Penn­ 
sylvania College (at Gettysburg) 
to the Pennsylvania Alpha chap­ 
ter at Jefferson College in Canons­ 
burg. Pa. 
Back of the action of the peti­ 
tion lay the friendship of Adam 
Hoy and Jam es W. Jenkins, who 
had both been students at the Airy 
View Academy. Jenkins had gone 
onto Jefferson College and Hoy to 
Gettysburg, 
but 
through corre­ 
spondence 
had 
kept 
up 
their 
friendship. 
Jenkins 
had 
joined 
Phi Kappa 
Psi 
at 
Canonsburg 
and wrote suggesting Hoy organ­ 
ize a group at Gettysburg to 
form a chapter. 
Selecting five 
friends, Hoy sent a petition to 
Canonsburg which was acknowl­ 
edged and Jenkins deputized to 
Gettysburg to initiate the men. 
Traveling Christm as Day, Jen­ 
kins reached Gettysburg and the 
following evening in the Eagle 
Hotel initiated Hoy, T. VV’. Dosh, 
J. S. Cutter, ll. W. Kuhns and 
George A. Long 
All five men 
were promptly elected to an of­ 
fice. but the existence of their 
organization was kept secret. 


F R E Q U E N T IN IT IA T IO N S 
Initiations were held frequently 
and a total of 12 men were initi­ 
ated in 1856. By graduation time 
in 1856 there were 17 men in the 
chapter (still a secret organiza­ 
tion; in fact the college catalog 
was published by them in 1856. 
with no one realizing who was 
responsible for it). 
When tile ceremonies of gradua­ 
tion were conducted in 1856. the 
several graduates in the chapter 
(four of whom were the class hon 
or men * wore their badges, shock­ 
ing the college officials, who were 
thought to frown on such an or­ 
ganization. W hatever their senti­ 
ments may have been, they grant 
cd the diplomas on the spot and 
allowed the chapter to continue. 
In 1858 another fraternity (Phi 
Gamma Delta) was founded on 
the campus and several more ap 
pea red within the next decade. 
During the Civil War the stu­ 
dents at the college left their 


classes to join Company A of the 
26th Penna. Regiment of Em er­ 
gency Volunteers, including the 
members of the local Phi Psi chap­ 
ter. Thus there were northern Phi 
Pals fighting at Gettysburg: and 
we know there was at least one 
southern Phi Psi here from the 
fact that his badge was found 
some days later on the lines of 
the Southern retreat. This badge is 
in possession of the national fra­ 
ternity. 


F IR S T H A LL R E N T E D 
As early as I860 the first hall 
was rented by the chapter. Until 
1883 the chapter 
used varying 
rooms in town for meetings and 
official functions. 
Meetings and all activities were 
maintained in the strictest secre­ 
cy. Meetings were devoted to lit­ 
erary exercises such a> reading 
and criticizing essays, and giving 
plays such as King Lear Brothers 
presented 
essays 
on 
different 
members of the faculty (includ­ 
ing at one meeting the janitor) 
and did not hesitate to reprimand 
another brother or investigate his 
conduct when necessary. Fines 
were levied, but could be suspend­ 
ed by a Note from the floor. 
In 1882-1884 Miller Hall was built 
and dedicated. It is presently used 
for chapter m eetings and initia­ 
tion ceremonies. In time two oth­ 
er fraternities appeared south of 
Miller Hall which may or may 
not have formed together the first 
fraternity row in the country. Sug­ 
gestions were m ade from time to 
time for additions to Miller Hall 
hut nothing was ever done. In 1924 
the second chapter house was built 
on a site selected by John Fred­ 
rick Dapp. president of the Board 
of Trustees of the college. Charles 
R. Wolfe, now 
registrar of the 
college, was GP when it was 
started and Donald K. Weiser, GP 
when it was completed. 
FIRE BURNS HOUSE 
The building then consisted of 
only those parts of the house of 
which a second floor now exists 
Later, in 1941, after a house par­ 
ties weekend, the house burst in­ 


ly gutted. In the course of rebuild­ 
ing the present additions were 
made. The fund raising for the 
initiation was directed by George 
R. Miller (professor of physics at 
the college) and much of the build­ 
ing done by the boys themselves. 
During World War II the house 
was used as an infirm ary of the 
air unit on the campus, due to 
the work of Dr. C. G. Crist, local 
coroner. 
Other 
houses 
became 
dorms. Miller Hall, equipped with 
some electricity and a telephone, 
became the chapter house. When 
there were but two undergradu­ 
ates on campus, meetings were 
still held, under the inspiration 
of Brother Miller. In March of 
this year the former house was 
dedicated to Dr. George Stahley 
(professor of m athem atics at the 
college) and is now used for math 
ematies and education Classes. 
This year we moved into our 
new house located next to ATO 
and across from Brua Hall. We 
who have the opportunity of iiv 
mg here are proud of and grate 
ful lo all those who contributed 
or in any way m ade possible the 
planning and completion of the 
house. We can now sleep and 
feed almost twice as many men 
and we also realize the benefits 
of the spacious recreation room 
and 
living room. 
Home-coming 
weekend in October was highlight­ 
ed by the dedication of our new- 
home. The brothers and pledges 
expressed their thanks for the 
generous 
alumni 
contributions 
which m ade possible the construe 
lion of the house. GP Joe Wang 
accepted the house for the chap­ 
ter and Dean John W. Shainline 
accepted the house on bebait of 
the college. 
Penn Epsilon’s contribution to 
her fraternity has been as Grand 
Chapter (1884-1886* and in the per 
son of E. F. Smith who co-founded 
the Shield. Smith is also remem 
bored as the man whose picture 
is in the library, provost of the 
University of Penn and as the 
man

A sense of 
history is listed as a requirem ent 
for the Presidency of the United 
States.

on the Philosophy of History as 
it has been given here at Gettys­ 
burg for the last three years.

The Druid fraternity was induct­ 
ed as Rho Deuteron chapter of 
Phi Sigma Kappa on March 13, 
1925. This induction was the larg­ 
est ever held by Phi Sig. Dur­ 
ing that period, 30 members of 
the active Druid fraternity and 
over HO alumni were initiated. 
The Druid fraternity was found­ 
ed in 189. by Dr William Gies. 
Dr. Gies had made a trip to Eu­ 
rope and there became interested 
in the ancient order of the Druids. 
He returned to Gettysburg with 
a first-hand knowledge of their 
lore and beautiful traditions. On 
January 9, 1897, Dr. Gies and .sev­ 


en of his close friends, all out­ 
standing leaders of the campus, 
pledged themselves in a new bond 
of fraterna brotherhood based on 
the ritual and traditions of the 
Druid Order. 
For the first few’ years, the 
group met in dormitories. Later 
they rentej rooms in the old Wills 
building, directly above the Lin­ 
coln Room The active “Grove," 
as they were known, quickly be­ 
came one of the most outstand­ 
ing group.- on campus. They be­ 
came known for their consistent 
first place scholastic rating. 
In 1909 the “Grove" purchased 


a hou.'e 
135 N. Washington St. 
Here the fraternity stayed until 
1923 when it purchased the pres­ 
ent house on Carlisle St. from 
Eddie Plank, the former Philadel­ 
phia athletic pitcher. 
The group developed rapidly 
after its induction into the nation­ 
al Phi Sigma Kappa. In 1940. an 
addition was added which doubled 
the size ot the original house. 
Rho Deuteron continues to oc­ 
cupy a position of prominence on 
campus and in national Phi Sig­ 
ma Kappa.

SATELLITE TO 
PROBE DANGER 
OF NEW BELT 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- 
The 
United States will launch a satel­ 
lite this vear to probe the m an­ 
m ade radiation belt resulting from 
a U.S. high-altitude nuclear test. 
The announcem ent Wednesday 
by the N ational A eronautics and 
Space A dm inistration said an Ex­ 
plorer series satellite will obtain 
inform ation on possible effects of 
the radiabon on future satellites 
and will give the world scientific 
comm unity additional d ata on the 
artificial environm ents created by 
the new radiation belt. 
The ^act-finding satellite will he 
launched before the end of this 
year on an unusual elliptical o r­ 
bit that will c a rry it between 170 
and IO 350 m iles from the earth, 
NASA said 
It is expected to orbit the earth 
once every five hours and will 
have a life expectancy of at least
